Tho commitlco 
on education reported at the De- 
cember session that costs could 
be decreased by cutting teachers' 
salaries — 25 percent on salaries 
over $3,000, ami 15 percent under 
53,000; by refraining from any 
further building for the next few 
years, and by odopling n "double 
shift*' schedule in schools which 
were over crowde<l. These rec- 
ommendations wore adopted- 

For the past three years, the 
county council had decreased the 
costs of municipal services and 
administrntton in an effort to re* 
licve the taxpayers during the 
economic depression. In addi- 
tion, tho mcmbors of Uic county 
council tried to have the bur<tcn 
of relief costs placed on the dom- 
inion and provincial governments 
so that the expenditures for such 
.'rorvlces would be divided equal- 
ly over tho whole |>opulalion of 
the country. On numerous occn- 
.sions they petitioned the legisla- 
tive bodies to this effect. 

In 1033 the county council pe-

It Is understandable, but not 
excusable, why privately owned 
ambuJancG companies wilt not 

respond to these requests for ser- 
vice- It is a known fact that 
only one out of every four calls 
are paid for- These cases are 
usually of a hemorrhage nature- 
It takes dollars and hours of 
time to clean up the vehicle after 
such eases are carried. Compan- 
ies have been required to do this 
chore, time after time, without a 
cent of remuneration.

Breckon took Nebuchadnezar,
